Kansas City , Mo., June 
11.— The 
railroads of Missouri will fight the 2- 
cent fare law in the federal courts. 
The announcement was made y ester­ 
day in Jefferson City 
by 
Jam es L. 
Minnis, attorney fur the Wabash. The 
railroads may sell a few tickets Fri­ 
day morning at 2 cents a mile, but 
they do not expect to do 
so Friday 
afternoon or any other lime in the 
next few y ears. 
Frank Hagerman, of 
Kansas City , 
representing the 
eighteen 
railroads 
that are joined in the suit, confirmed 
the statem ent of Mr. Minnis y ester 
day and said tliat he had served no­ 
tice on Herbert S. Hadley , attorney 
general, that at 
10 
o’clock 
Friday 
morning he will ask the buleral court 
to enjoin the enforcement of the 2- 
cent fare law. A copy of the applica 
tion for an injunction was sent to the 
attorney general y esterday . 
It is not 
known with certainty which of throe 
federal judges will hear the applicn- 
lioii. It will be either Judge John F. 
Philips, of the district 
of 
western 
Missouri. Judge John C. Pollock, 
of 
Kansas, or Judge Smith McPherson, 
of the southern district of Iowa, 
who 
often sits on cases in Kansas City . 
The Missouri statute 
was 
w'orded 
to provide for fines as penalties for 
failure to obed the 2-cent fare law’. 
An injunction to restrain the enforce* 
’ inent of a criminal statute 
is some 
thing the courts do not grant, and it 
look a great deal of maneuvering on 
the part of the law’y ers to figure out 
a way to get into the 
federal court 
with the case. All the railroads had 
their own attorney s, as well as Mr. 
Hagerman. who represents tliem all, 
working on the case and a decision 
to make the fight was reached sever­ 
al day s ago in Chicago. Mr. Hager- 
maii preiuirod the papers in the case 
in Kansas City within 
the 
last few 
day s.

In many of the states the railroads 
have been unable to get 
into court 
with an injunction, and I he way it is 
done in Missouri is novel, to say the 
least. There was already ponding in 
the federal court a suit to enjoin the 
enforcement by the railroad comniis- 
Fiomu’s and the attorney general 
of 
the freight rates provided by the hnv 
of 11)05. Because the live stock rate 
. was confiscatory the last 
legislature 
passed a new' act changing the 
live 
stock rate of 1005 to a rate 
about 22, 
per cent higher. 
hut 
considerably 
lower than the rates now charged by 
th(' railroads. 
The railroads 
invented 
a 
fictOni 
that the stale had raised the rate on 
live stock to get away from a defec­ 
tive law and then reduced 
the pas­ 
senger rate to make up for 
the dif- 
fm'ence to the 
people. 
Accordingly , 
they file an amended 
petition, 
ask­ 
ing for an injunction to restrain 
the 
enforcement of the new freiglit rates 
and at the same time the new pas­ 
senger rate law'. Each company sets 
ffu’th the amount it earned last y ear 
from passenger traffic and the amount 
it would have earned carry ing 
the 
same passengers at 2 cents a mile.
